ASCAP Signs 
Decree in 
Trust Case

Thurman Arnold, Assistant United 
States Attorney General, announced 
yesterday that the American So- 
ciety “of Composers, Authors and 
Publishers had signed a civil decree 
under which it agreed to cease ac; 
tivities which the government re- 
garded as a viclation of the Sher- 
man Anti-Trust Act. 

A spokesman for the Attorney 
General's division said “this decree 
paves the way for an immediate set- 
tlement of the difficulties between 
ASCAP and the broadcasters which 
resulted in the banning of ASCAP 
music from the air on Jan. 1.”
